pool boys have settled down to the stem 
realities of camp life. 
Th*re seems to have been a hitch in 
the arrangements for the mobilization 
of the G uard; in fact, there seems to 
have been a number of hitches of more 
or less importance. 
When we reached

a city park, and some time elapsed be­ 
fore it took on the proportions and 
activity of a camp. 
The boys worked 
hard in placing tent floors and prepar­ 
ing for the first night, and then there

After the tents had arrived wo found 
that the supply of pegs was short and 
there could be no covering for that 
night.

It was not a pleasant night by any 
means, but Company E did not complain. 
The boys seemed to look upon the whole 
matter as somebody’s blunder and let it 
go at that. 
Friday 
morning 
dawned 
much 
brighter than we had any reason to hope, 
and matters have since been moving 
along much better. Rations now make 
up the point on which we have trouble. 
The first night we were given 20 pounds 
of fresh meat, but nothing else, although 
many a man would have sold his health 
certificate for a cup of coffee. 
Not only 
did the Liverpool boys go supperless to 
their improvised beds. but they did it 
in tho knowledge that every other mem­ 
ber of the Eighth did likewise. 
Bright aud early Friday morning the 
quartermaster issued 20 loaves of bread, 
aud this with coffee, butter and meat 
made up a very respectaole breakfast. 
There was some conjecture as to how we 
would fare during the day, but to the 
present we have done very well w-hen it 
is remembered that we started iii with a 
larder as bare as that which the old 
woman visited when she hoped to get 
her poor dog a bone. 
There really seems no excase for the 
condition that. has prevailed since the 
Guard came to Columbus, and grumbl­ 
ing can be heard on every hand.
